ings said. A planning engineer, 
draftsm an and an assistant have 
been carrying on the duties in 
the interim. 
County Assessor F rank B urch­ 
field, who has been acting chair­ 
man of the comm ission during 
County Engineer A. C. Fulm er’s 
absence, 
said 
he 
w as 
highly 
pleased witfi the progress the 
group has m ade in the past few 
weeks and believes they are well 
on the way to preparing a much 
needed 
land 
use 
and 
zoning 
measure. 


TO CHECK NEEDS 


Mr. Feekings, who represents 
the district from B eaum ont to 
Blythe on the county commis­ 
sion, plans 
to 
m eet 
w ith the 
planning 
commissions 
of 
the 
cities in this district to get their 
views on a county-w ide ordi­ 
nance and will subm it them to 
Mr. Elliott. 
“The county is so large and 
its interests are so diversified, so 
that w hat 
m ight 
be 
fine 
for 
Beaumont m ight not be good here 
at all and that applies to all 
cities in m y district,” he said. 


WIDE DIFFERENCE 


“There is a w ide difference in 
agriculture, 
business 
interests 
and other factors betw een the 
w estern and eastern ends of the 
district.

Palm Springs building perm its 
topped the six million m ark last 
week and the total num ber of 
new 
homes 
started here since 
January 1, neared the 300 mark, 
according 
to 
report 
of P. M. 
Sw art, deputy public w orks de­ 
partm ent head. 
As of the evening of A ugust 
31, total value of new construc­ 
tion here was $6,065,080 compared 
to a total of $631,250 on the same 
day last year. 
AT TENFOLD PACE 


“T hat m eans that building in 
1946 is going ahead at a pace 
almost ten tim es as fast as it 
did last year,” said Mr. Sw art. 
Significant item in the statis­ 
tics from the building d ep art­ 
ment, he said, was the total on 
new homes. 
"Since January 1, 295 homes 
have been started here. I mean 
homes, not dwelling units in ho­ 
tels or apartm ents,” he pointed 
out. 
That figure of 295 homes since 
Jan. 1, m eans an average of bet­ 
ter than one and one-half homes 
per business day. Value of new 
homes started in 1946 to date 
was $2,730,402. 
In A ugust, Mr. Sw art reported, 
93 perm its w ere issued w ith a 
total value of $562.017. Of the 93 
perm its, 66 w ere for single fam ­ 
ily dw ellings and one for a du­ 
plex. 
New 
home 
construction 
begun here in August w as valued 
at $525,004. 
In A ugust, last year, 43 per­ 
mits, valued at $165,000 
were 
issued. 
There 
were 
23 
homes 
started in August, 1945, valued at 
$96,700.

off-street 
parking 
lots, 
w ider streets, a four-lane high­ 
w ay on Palm Canyon drive and 
a possible prohibition of all-night 
parking on Palm C anyon drive 
as a means of solving the park­ 
ing, traffic and clean-up problem 
here, was emphasized by Coun­ 
cilm an A rm and Turonnet, m em ­ 
ber of the city's public safety 
com m ittee today. 
Councilman 
T uronnet 
com­ 
m enting 
on 
the 
proposal 
as 
printed in The Sun last week, 
for one-way streets, said the plan 
would afford a few m ore park­ 
ing places but would not solve 
th e problem. 


SPACE FOR THOUSAND 


"W e’ll need space for a thous­ 
and cars during the height of the 
season,” he said. "The problem 
w as bad enough w hen travel was 
restricted. 
W i t h 
unim peded 
travel, 
this 
coming 
season 
is 
going to see a real parking prob­ 
lem here.” 
The councilman favored city- 
ow ned lots, not one, but three or 
four, located at strategic spots 
to afford easy access to shopping 
and am usem ent areas. 


ON BOTH SIDES 


“There should be one on either 
side of Palm Canyon drive and 
also at either end of the shopping 
area,” he added. 
W idening 
of 
Palm 
Canyon 
drive 
to 
provide 
four 
traffic 
lanes and two parking lanes is 
also needed, he said. T his would 
provide for a sm oother flow of 
traffic and few er traffic jams. 
Right now he said, slow moving 
traffic 
which 
norm ally 
would 
take the inside lanes, stays near 
the center of the road, snarling 
traffic on busy days. 
“The tim e to w iden th e drive 
is now.” he said. “Soon th e pro­ 
ceeding will be too costly.” 


PAY FOR THEMSELVES 


In his opinion, m unicipal park­ 
ing lots would pay for them ­ 
selves during the season, and in 
sum m er times the city could af­ 
ford the slight loss w hich might 
result. 
:*Tn regard to your clean-up 
cam paign,” he said, "If all-night 
parking 
was 
prohobited 
street 
cleaners could take care of the 
streets in a short tim e and keep 
them spic and span.” 
He also favored 
g utters 
and 
curbs on all streets as a means 
to keeping them cleaner w ith the 
m an-power now available.

"American labor has a natural interest in the relationship 
of wages and costs,” says the New York Times editorially. 
"It has a right to set its sights on a steadily higher standard 
of living, and it will be a bad day for the country if it ever 
loses sight of that objective. But the shortest and straightest 
road to this goal does not lie through sharp wage increases, 
if unaccompanied by an increase of output, for this merely 
brings higher prices to consumers, and wage-earners are 
themselves consumers. The right method is increased produc­ 
tion, through higher skill, better work and the aid of modern 
industrial science.” 
The Times' editorial was occasioned by a report from De­ 
troit that the CIO and the United Automobile Workers “have 
abandoned any thought of new wage increases in favor of 
an all-out effort to preserve the present purchasing power of 
the dollar. . . . The UAW has decided, in concert with the 
CIO, that to make a fresh wage demand at this time might 
set an inflationary spiral in motion.” 
This is the very heart of the labor-wage controversy. 
Ever-increasing wages without a relative increase in pro­ 
ductivity can benefit no one in the long run. Every general 
rise in prices further reduces labor’s “take home” pay. It is 
good to know that some important labor groups are appar­ 
ently recognizing this. It is time all labor understood it as 
well.

At Home Before Giving Advice Abroad 
Is Opinion Of Congressman Phillips 


W hile describing the loss of 
prestige which A m erica is suf­ 
fering because of its present for­ 
eign policy, Congressm an John 
P. Phillips of Banning, in an 
interview , yesterday, expressed 
the 
opinion 
that 
this country 
should solve its home problems 
before giving advise abroad. 
Congressm an 
Phillips 
spoke 
particularly of our loss of face 
over the entire w orld due to 
our consenting to the shooting of 
Mahilovich 
to 
assuage 
Russia 
which w anted Tito as the head of 
Yugoslavia. “We shot our own 
m an and let their m an go in,” 
was th e way be expressed it. 
The international s i t u a t i o n 
troubles him 
very 
much, Mr. 
Phillips said. It seem s to have 
resolved itself into a struggle be­ 
tw een 
Russia 
and 
the 
United 
States. The U nited States must 
take a firm stand, Mr. Phillips 
said. 
T h e Russians understand 
yes or no but not m aybe,” Mr. 
Phillips said, as he recalled a 
statem ent by W inston Churchill 
made 
several 
years 
ago.

B ritish 
statesm an 
said at that 
tim e th at som etim e the United 
States is going to say ’no’ to Rus­ 
sia and mean it, and the Russians 
are not going to distinguish be­ 
tw een

EMPHATIC "NO” NEEDED 
The secretary of state should 
take a firm stand and would then 
have 
the 
absolute support 
of 
Congress, Mr. Phillips said. ' We 
are very definitely sewing the 
seeds of World War III at the 
peace conference just as the seeds 
of World W ar II were sown at 
the peace 
conference 
at 
V er­ 
sailles following World War 1" 
he declared. 
“We 
let 
everyone 
else 
get 
credit for the good things we 
do aboard, Congressman Phillips 
declared. “Many in Europe do not 
know we are 
sending food to 
them. Whereas, Russia and other 
nations make it a point to let 
everyone know of every little bit 
of aid they send.'' The UNNRA 
has entirely too many Reds in 
it, Mr. Phillips averred. Some 
are well known Communists from 
California. 
On the internal situation, the 
Congressman was asked why so 
m any members of Congress arc 
apparently voting to retain their 
jobs rather than with their con­ 
science. He gave three reasons. 
First is the weakness of the con­ 
gressm an themselves; second, lack 
of support, from individuals and 
newspapers in their own district 
after they have voted right; and 


third that the propaganda sys­ 
tem is now definitely a part of 
American life. 
Due to the rise of governm ent 
by agencies, the tim e of Con­ 
gressman is taken up w ith little 
things. 
Mr. 
Phillips explained, 
things 
which it should not be 
necessary to be brought before 
Congressmen at all. It is not the 
fault of the people or of Con­ 
gress, he said, but of the system. 
“We finance agencies w ith your 
money to work against you,” he 
declared. 
Mr. Phillips is of the opinion 
that when the 
people of 
the 
United States leant w hat gov­ 
ernm ent by bureaus is actually 
doing to them they w ill sweep 
out those responsible for it at the 
polls. Ho thinks that the time 
may not be far distant w hen the 
people will realize that New Deal 
policies arc to 
bame for high 
taxes, high prices and the propa­ 
ganda system. 
Congressman and Mrs. Phillips 
are now at home and will re­ 
main until the next session of 
congress 
or 
until 
congress 
is 
called 
back 
by 
the 
President. 
They have established an office 
at th eir home on N orth First 
street and are w orking much of 
the tim e during their "vacation.”

i mblem. 
In 1874, Nast felt that the Re­ 
publicans were being led astray, 
and used an elephant in his car­ 
toons, showing it in precarious 
situations. The Republicans seiz­ 
ed upon it as an emblem of dig- 
nitv. strength and 
intelligence, 
and like the donkey, a cartoon 
character intended for ridicule, 
became 
a party 
emblem. 
The 
Tam m any tiger w as used in the 
fight against "Boss” Tweed. 
The "B ull Moose" for the Pro- 
gvessive Party, cam e from Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt’s letter to Senator 
Hanna, in which he said, "I am 
as strong as a bull moose, and 
vou can use me to the lim it.” It 
later becam e the em blem of the 
new party, born in 1912. w ith a 
gradual absorption after 1916, and 
final dissolution this year. 
The cam el was a natural em ­ 
blem for the Prohibition Party, 
and was first used in draw ings by 
Alonzo 
Wilson 
of 
Chicago, 
a 
C hautauqua lecturer. He felt that 
the w ell-know n ability

camel to go w ithout a drink made 
it 
a b ette r emblem than the 
fountain

used. L ike the other, it caught 
popular fancy.

He 
is opposed by Will Rogers, Jr., 
who is being aided and abetted 
by Jam es Roosevelt and the C.I.-

HIS VOTE IS NO’ 


W illiam 
K now lands record— 
during his first year as a U. S.

Bridge Tournament 
Staged in 1929

The 
f i r s t 
duplicate 
bridge 
tournam ent w as played in 1929. 
It w as the initial m ovem ent to­ 
w ard establishing the statu s of 
a player. In contract the elem ents 
of science and skill have a happy 
balance. In duplicate the skill 
of the player is proven w ithout 
a doubt because the same hands 
are played by every table. 
The play of the hands is the 
sam e in both types of the game. 
The philosophy of the bidding is 
som ew hat different. The objec­ 
tive 
in 
rubber 
bridge 
is 
big 
scores, the bigger the better. In 
duplicate the object is to score 
at least one m ore point on each 
hand 
than 
all 
other 
players. 
Scores are not carried over from 
one board to another, each hand 
is an independent entity. 


BY MATCH POINTS 


Scoring is by m atch points on 
each separate hand, for instance, 
in an eight table game, a couple 
w ith high score on a hand re ­ 
ceives Seven m atch po..(ts be­ 
cause he has topped seven other 
couples. N ext high receives six, 
etc. W hen th ere 
is 
a 
tie the 
m atch point is halved. By this 
m ethod the contestants who sk ill­ 
fully bid and m ake a two club 
contract get as m uch credit as a 
couple who m erely lays down the 
cards in a seven no trum p hand. 
The high score is not the objec­ 
tive, the skill and intelligence in 
bidding and play is the prem ium . 
This being the case a no trum p or 
m ajor bid is alw ays preferable 
to a m inor contract. 
Penalty doubles are more often 
used in duplicate than in rubber 
bridge. Doubling a three m inor 
bid in the latter gives opponents 
a 
gam e 
bonus 
if successfully 
made. In duplicate a game bid 
and m ade carries a bonus of 500 
or 300 depending on vulnerability 
but only 50 for a bid under gam e 
regardless 
of 
w hether 
it 
w as 
doubled. 
C o n t r a c t bridge is easy to 
learn, you can go as far as you 
like—high school, college or post 
graduate. 
The 
few 
rules 
and 
conventions are no more difficult 
than the ABC’s, not near as hard 
to learn as the m ultiplication 
tables. Most of us are m entally 
lazy, 
it 
begins 
in 
childhood, 
otherw ise w hy do we have to 
have com pulsory school laws and 
attendance officers? It is largely 
a m atter of listening to and r e ­ 
m em bering the bidding. For in ­ 
stance, your p artn er bids a d ia­ 
mond, then a heart and later 
supports your spades. You know 
then th at he has either a void 
or singleton in clubs. Again, Y our 
P artn er opens the bidding, you 
hold 
three 
honor 
tricks—you 
know you have a game betw een 
you. As simple as that! 
L earning to play a game cor­ 
rectly is as revealing as visiting

Our eager anticipation on get­ 
ting down to the bridge as soon 
as possible after arriving at the 
lodge, how ever, was short-lived. 
A t the m om ent, we learned, there 
was already 
a 
group 
staying 
overnight 
a t 
Rainbow 
bridge; 
they w ould return late tomor­ 
row 
afternoon. 
The 
following 
day, 
B arry 
G oldw ater 
himself 
was due to arrive from Phoenix 
w ith guests, and w as planning 
on m aking a trip at th at time 
We could w ait and go dow n with 
him. There was no alternative, 
since they had too few guides 
w orking this early in the season. 
If we had been a m onth later, 
there would have been a trip 
daily if necessary. So w e had to 
console ourselves with a lost day 
. . . at least we thought it was 
going to be lost. 
A nother thing gave us a tem ­ 
porary set-back. All th eir cabins 
w ere filled with the group then 
at the bridge. We could how­ 
ever, as w e had our sleeping- 
bags along, use the upstairs of 
the barn, in the hayloft. To Chico 
and myself, this idea was even 
better than a cabin. N either of 
us had ever slept in a barn be­ 
fore, and wre were anxious to 
complete another “first.” The sky 
had cleared, 
but th ere was a 
threat of rain; too, a brisk wind 
had sprung up from th e south. 
So. Chico and I lugged our sleep­ 
ing bags up into the hayloft, 
shoving 
aside 
some 
fragrant 
bales of alfalfa to m ake room, 
and spread them out. Jack in­ 
sisted upon sleeping outside, on 
a folding cot he alw ays carried, 
in spite of the rising wind. 


SEVERAL FACTS 


We had dinner at the lodge 
and chatted a couple of hours 
w ith the W ilson’s. C atherine had 
a keen interest for birds and 
wildflow ers, so I picked up sev­ 
eral facts about the local species 
from her. Somewhat tired after 
the long drive, we retired about 
9:00. A fter blowing-up our air- 
m attresses, Chico and I climbed 
into our bags and settled down 
to sleep. The mules w ere quar­ 
tered directly beneath us, and 
all 
th ru 
the 
night 
we 
were 
periodically 
awakened 
by 
the 
clash of angry hoofs against a 
corral 
rail 
or by the 
sudden 
snort of an irritated m ule. The 
place was heavy with th e odor of 
alfalfa, and the wind whistled 
noisily around the eaves, banging 
a loose door with great gusto. 
And 
then, 
to add to 
Chico’s 
m inor troubles, his air-m attress 
sprung a leak, and about every 
h o u r he had to w a k e up, 
prom pted by the hard barn floor, 
and blow it back up again. 
N evertheless, we all got a good 
night's sleep, and w ere up at 
6:45 and eating breakfast at 7. 
W hat to do that day? Try to 
climb N avaho m ountain? Photo­ 
graph the haystack? 
Visit the 
trading post and Indian school? 
Wc 
w ere undecided w hen 
we 
finally pulled out and headed 
west on the tw isty road. It was 
still 
c l o u d y , too m uch so for 
good pictures, so we by-passed 
the haystack and w ent on past

the airport, taking the turn to 
the 
left 
to 
Navaho 
m ountain 
trading post. 
We first took the wrong branch 
and ended up at the little school. 
A little boy on horseback an ­ 
sw ered our queries and told us 
the trading post was a mile be­ 
yond, to the left. We w ere sur­ 
prised to hear him speak such 
good English, and when he fol­ 
lowed us on his horse and came 
up along side of the car as we 
parked, we w ere equally sur­ 
prised to note th at he was blue­ 
eyed and blonde. This was no 
Navaho. In short order we dis­ 
covered th at he was Johnny, the 
4 year old son of the m anager 
of the post, Mr. Lloyd Bolles. I 
have never seen a child so much 
a t home on a horse as Johnny 
was; he m ust’ve been born on 
a saddle. 


SHARP CONTRASTS 


Mr. Bolles was just opening the 
doors of the trading post, so we 
introduced 
ourselves 
and 
en­ 
tered. The interior of this post 
w as 
spotlessly 
clean, 
and 
in 
sharp contrast to all the others 
we had visited on the Navaho 
R eservation, all the item s on the 
shelves behind the counters were 
carefully and neatly arranged. It 
was a m odel trading post, mod­ 
ern 
and 
practical 
to 
the nth 
degree. We 
congratulated 
Mr. 
Bolles on the appearance of the 
room. W hen we had purchased 
some groceries, he took us on a 
short to u r of the building. On 
the left w ere tw o rooms: the rug 
room and the wool room. In the 
first was a neat stack of beauti­ 
fully m ade N avaho rugs. On the 
w all above them was a pictur­ 
esque and unique sand-painting, 
done right on the wall by a local 
m edicine m an in true cerem onial 
fashion. In the wool room we 
saw sacks of sorted sheep wool, 
and a big bin in which it is first 
em ptied. Mr. Bolles told us he 
had w orked out a deal w ith the 
local unit of 
Indians, w hereby 
they w ould gradually trade off 
th eir sheep until w ithin a year 
or so they will have nothing but 
the best wool-producing flocks. 
The wool from this post already 
has gained a reputation for be­ 
ing of superior grade and brings 
nearly fifteen cents more at W in­ 
dow Rock than the regular wool. 
By thus restricting the quality 
of their flocks, they will be as­ 
sured of greater income, Bolles 
told us. 
The room on the right was a 
com bined store-house and silver- 
w ork shop. H ere we saw at the 
w ork-bench 
a 
young 
Navaho, 
ju st discharged from the Army, 
w orking on an intricate silver 
bracelet. L ater 
he 
showed us 
exam ples of his beautiful handi­ 
craft. One huge bulky bracelet 
w'as priced at only $75, half of 
w hat it could bring on Highway 
66 . 
We w ere about to leave, im ­ 
pressed by Mr. Bolles’ friendli­ 
ness, 
w hen 
he 
insisted 
upon 
show ing us his home. We had a 
real treat in store for us. Mrs. 
Bolles, a lovely blonde of Scan­ 
dinavian extract, met us at the 
door, w ith Sharon, an 18 m onth’s 
baby girl in her arm s. Little 
Johnny had dism ounted and now 
followed us into the house. W hat 
w e saw w ithin m ade us gasp. 


The room in which we stood 
w as walled w ith tiers of shelves, 
one above the other, nearly to 
the 
ceiling, 
and 
crowded 
on 
these ledges, close against each 
other, w ere literally hundreds of 
ancient 
Indian 
pottery, 
of all 
sizes, colors, types, designs, and 
shapes. N ever had I seen such 
a collection, even in a museum. 
There m ust have been w ell over 
600 
separate 
pieces 
displayed, 
each 
very 
different 
from 
its 
neighbor. 


YEARS OF WORK 


Lloyd Bolles laughed at our 
surprised expressions, and then 
casually 
explained. 
He’d 
been 
collecting them for years, going 
out on his days’ off into the re ­ 
mote isolated spots around Flag­ 
staff, hiking miles up unknow n 
canyons, 
and 
spending 
hours 
gingerly digging out this precious 
w are, carefully re-gluing together 
those he found broken into frag­ 
m ents. He had carefully labelled 
each 
piece 
w ith 
locality 
and 
date, 
and by 
referring 
to his 
notes 
could 
quickly 
tell 
you 
about 
any 
individual 
w a r e ! 
Among the more interesting ves­ 
sels was one in the shape of a 
gaping bull, w ith four stubby 
legs, open mouth, horns, and the 
fat body hallowed out to hold 
liquids, the oral opening 
being 
the spout. 
In a cleverly constructed cab­ 
inet 
of 
sliding 
draw ers 
were 
housed his other treasures. Here, 
on a bed of cotton, were arranged 
the 
jew elry he 
had found in 
these ancient burial sites: long 
rows of turquoise beads, strings 
of traded-in shells, tiny red soap­ 
stone 
beads, 
and 
m inute 
tu r­ 
quoise mosaics, bits of the blue 
rock glued together originally on 
bark to form elaborate and in­ 
tricate designs. 
The bark had 
since decomposed from the lat­ 
ter, but Bolles was careful to 
excavate them in situ and to re­ 
set them in plaster of P aris in 
as near the original positions as 
possible. 
For th e next hour we photo­ 
graphed groups of the pottery, 
and then, just as we w ere about 
to leave, Mrs. Bolles announced 
th at lunch was ready!
